Sarah began by taking apart the faucet, examining the shapes and how they fit 
together. After sketching an initial design, she experimented with lengths of 
tubing, slicing them and sliding them togetherto form the chain "links.” And of 
course she replicated the concave detail, squaring off the necklace in front and 
featuring expressive dimples at each angle. 

Though there are many similarities between designing jewelry and designing 
faucets and fixtures, the process gave Sarah a new perspective: It became clear 
that a faucet can truly capture a room's personality and the personality of the 
people who live in it.

As proof 
we really do keep an eye on our New Trad designers, turn to “Pattern Makes 
Perfect” (page 128) to discover one of Tilton Fenwick’s recent projects that 
provides variegated vibrancy to a Manhattan loft that is home to a hardwork- 
ing couple and their young daughter.

Among them is designer Young Huh, someone I wish I’d met sooner. I’m enamored 
with how she stretches past stereotypes to help a classic Hamptons beach house 
reach new heights of unstuffy sophistication.

The centuries-old art 
of crewel embroidery 
is as rich in history 
as it is in texture

Crewelwork, an ancient type of embroidery 
using wool yarn on linen, really came into its 
own in early-17th-century England. Queen 
Elizabeth I, an accomplished embroiderer, 
encouraged guilds and noblewomen to 
pursue the craft about the same time the 
introduction of the steel needle made the 
work easier. The subsequent reign of King 
James I saw increased trade with India, 
introducing Brits to painted cottons with 
exotic flora and fauna motifs perfect for 
crewelwork. These designs became curtains, 
wall panels, and bed coverings, adding color 
and warmth (literally) to cold, drafty homes. 

Today, crewelwork is done with a 
variety of yarn types and fabrics, but 
the most passionate embroiderers love 
to explore its roots. “People come from 
all over the world to study crewelwork,” 
says Phillipa Turnbull, a specialist in 
historical crewelwork who leads tours 
and workshops in England and Scotland 
(crewelwork.com). Turnbull, who was 
commissioned to re-create the Queen 
Mother’s bedspread at Glamis Castle, 
credits crewel’s staying power to its rich 
history. “It has that ‘I just inherited it’ look. 
You just can’t knock a classic.” >

Explore, 

New shows, secret sources, 
and regal masterpieces 
displayed for the first time in 

the United States BY DORIS ATHINEOS 




Don’t miss rarely seen masterpieces amassed by the Habsburgs, 
an influential European royal family whose reign spanned nearly 
600 years. The exhibition, featuring artworks from the imperial 
family’s collections, debuted at the Minneapolis Institute of 
Arts (closes May 10), travels to Houston’s Museum of Fine Arts 
(June 14-September 13), and then Atlanta’s High Museum (opens 
October 18). The show explores the Habsburgs’ global empire, 
from their rise beginning in the Middle Ages through their decline 
at the end of World War I. 

The treasure trove comes from the Kunsthistorisches Museum 
in Vienna, and some of the works have never before traveled to 
America. “We’re not exaggerating when we say this is a 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity,” says Kaywin Feldman, 
director of the Minneapolis museum. Masterworks 
include paintings by Correggio (right), 

Rubens, Tintoretto, Titian, and Holbein, 
as well as rock crystal carvings, 
renaissance bronzes, tapestries, 
armor, jewelry, furniture, and 
an astonishing 1740 gilded 
rococo sleigh (below) that 
carried Emperor Joseph II 
to his wedding to 
Josefa of Bavaria. 


The great Italian artwork includes 
Correggio’s woman embraced 
by a dark cloud, Jupiter and lo 
(c. 1530s), with Jupiter’s face 
barely visible near her lips.

To score bold antiques in London, forgo 
the usual overcrowded tourist spots 
and head straight for the shops along 
tree-lined Lillie Road in Fulham, South 
West London (lillieroad.co.uk). Offering 
everything from Gustavian painted 
antiques and architectural artifacts to 
midcentury and Art Deco furnishings, 
Lillie Road is a favorite of designers 
and celebrities alike. 

Another option is the Decorative 
Antiques & Textile Fair held three 
times a year (next one: April 21-26) 
in Battersea. The fair’s fans include 
Oprah Winfrey and her designer, Rose 
Tarlow. But if shopping on your own 
is a bit daunting.

sheets (1 sheet) 

Nonstick cooking spray 

12 small strawberries 

2 tablespoons honey 

3 ounces double cream Brie 

2 tablespoons coarsely chopped pistachios 
Cracked black pepper (optional) 

Thaw puff pastry according to package 
direction. Preheat oven to 400°F. Coat 
24 mini-muffin-pan cups (LA inch) with 
nonstick spray; set aside. 

Hull and quarter half the strawberries. 
Place quartered strawberries in small mixing 
bowl. Add honey; gently stir to combine. Let 
stand until ready to use. Hull and slice or 
quarter remaining strawberries; set aside. 

Leaving rind on, cut Brie in lA-inch pieces; 
set aside. On lightly floured surface, unfold 
puff pastry. Roil to lOxlO-inch square. Cut into 
2-inch squares. Place puff pastry into prepared 
muffin cups allowing corners to stick out of 
cup (you will have one extra). Bake 10 to 12 
minutes or until slightly browned. 

Remove pastry cups from oven. Quickly 
form an indentation in center of each shell 
using thumb or back side of rounded teaspoon 
measure. Place one honey-tossed strawberry 
quarter into bottom of each puff pastry shell. 
Place cut Brie on top of strawberries. 

Bake 2 minutes more or until Brie is warm 
but not completely melted. Cool on wire 
racks 5 minutes. Remove from muffin cups. 

Top the bites with pistachios and sliced 
strawberries. Sprinkle with cracked black 
pepper if desired. Makes 24 hors d’oeuvres.

A MASTER BATH RENOVATION WORTHY OF A HOLLYWOOD DUO 





M arriage is all about togetherness and sharing— until it 
comes to the bathroom. “A majority of our clients 
want separate his and her bathrooms ” says Atlanta 
kitchen and bath designer Matthew Quinn. So when 
Quinn and interior designer Clay Snider renovated a master bath 
suite at the Atlanta S5miphony Showhouse, they did the next best 
thing— they created separate but equally luxurious spaces in one 
17x20-foot room. On either side of a centerpiece tub and glass- 
S walled shower, the designers carved out individual spaces, each with 
a sink vanity, grooming and sitting spot, and enclosed water closet. 

The layout allows for people to relax alone or interact with a 
spouse, Quinn says. “It’s the best of both worlds.” >■

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The shower and sculptural tub were cen- 
tered across from an existing fireplace, 
which was updated with a new, gently 
rounded limestone surround. A crystal- 
and-brass chandelier and a Calacatta Gold 
marble floor in a herringbone pattern add 
drama and are in step with the Italian 
baroque architecture of the 1920s house. 

Snider swathed the room in linen, hang- 
ing draperies on windows, perpendicular to 
both sides of the sink vanities, and swagged 
across a dressing table. The draperies act as 
architectural elements, defining spaces and 
enhancing privacy, he says. 

“We wanted the bathroom to feel like a 
special place, a respite,” Snider explains. 
“The layers of draperies add drama and lux- 
ury, and make the room feel like a spa.” 

Taking cues from the veining in the mar- 
ble floor tiles, Snider painted walls and also 
upholstered chairs in shades of gray. Addi- 
tional color comes from pink-toned marble 


columns on either side of the tub and deco- 
rative tile panels in the shower. 

An existing rococo-style mirror above 
the fireplace was retained, but not without 
some debate. “We talked about taking it 
down or painting it,” Snider says. In the end, 
however, he used it as a focal point for a wall 
of artwork. “I encourage my clients to collect 
things they love,” Snider says. “And I wanted 
to show that you can hang art in any room. 

What better way to see your art collection 
than lying in your freestanding tub?” H

were painted blue-gray; the island, which 
was built with rift-cut oak, was finished with 
a matching blue stain. Staining the island, 
rather than painting it, created a subtle tex- 
ture variation in the cabinetry, Quinn says. 

The existing kitchen had an awkward 
layout and a lone support post at one end of 
the room, so the designers cleaned up the 
floor plan to create logical traffic patterns 
and work zones in the new 21xl9-foot 
kitchen and adjacent 8x6-foot pantry.

a function. “We wanted to make sense of 
the column being there, so we attached the 
light fixture from the bracket,” Quinn 
explains. “The light is centered over the 
sink, and the column lines up with the cen- 
ter of the range and hood. All these subtle 
axis and center lines make the space feel 
comfortable to be in.” 

Symmetry was enhanced by placing the 
focal-point range and coordinating black- 
and-brass vent hood between two tall win- 
dows. The architecture of the 1920s house 
is highly decorative— “almost wedding 
cake-like,” Quinn says— and the curved 
lines of the hood reflect those elements. 

Brass trim and cabinet hardware are not 
lacquered, so they will develop a patina 
over time. “I love being able to see where 
hands have touched door handles and hard- 
ware over the years,” Quinn says. 

Behind the range, large blue-gray sub- 
way-style tiles cover the wall from counter- 
top to ceiling. The tiles were made with a red 


rather than a white clay body, Quinn notes, 
adding warm-toned color variations. 

Integrating appliances into the cabinets 
contributes to the room’s elegant non- 
kitchen look. Even pets have stylish spaces 
with a quartzite feeding station in the island. 

In the adjoining breakfast room, inte- 
rior designer Maria McLaurin combined 
weathered antiques with nature-inspired 
upholstery and drapery fabrics designed by 
her nephew. Clay McLaurin. “Clay often 
begins his fabrics with watercolor draw- 
ings, which evolve into pattern designs,” 
McLaurin says. His painting above the set- 
tee, titled “Weeping Willow,” inspired the 
fabric used for draperies in the breakfast 
room and for Roman shades in the kitchen. 

The golden hues in the fabrics comple- 
ment the brass finishes in the kitchen and 
serve to unify the spaces, Quinn notes, add- 
ing, “Overall, it’s a nice composition and 
combination of textures and colors.” S

C hef Chris Kobayashi’s Artisan restaurant in Paso 
Robles, California, gives particular significance to the 
word fresh. Kobayashi serves on the Blue Ribbon Task 
Force of Monterey Bay Aquarium’s Seafood Watch 
program. The mission of this group of more than 40 chefs and food 
professionals from across the nation is to ensure that sustain- 
ability (fishing and farming practices that promote long-term 
vitality for marine life) and healthy oceans are preserved for future 
generations. That translates to delicious tastes on the plate. 


The Kobayashis— there are three, including Artisan co-owner 
brother Michael and Chris’s wife, Shandi— are committed to using 
organic and sustainable products for their sophisticated, off-the- 
beaten-path restaurant on California’s Central Coast. (Shandi over- 
sees operations at their small farm a few miles away, providing fresh 
produce and herbs for the ever-changing menu.)

Grilled 

Swordfish 

Swordfish is a strong- 
flavored steak-like fish that 
pairs well with an equally 
strong condiment, such as 
this green-and-black-olive 
tapenade brightened with 
orange segments. A 
sprinkle of toasted bread 
crumbs adds crunch. 
Technique: Cook swordfish 
to medium so it remains 
moist. When you pick it 
up with your spatula, 
there should be some flex 
to the fish. Don’t force the 
fish from the grill; when 
it’s ready to be turned, it 
will release naturally 
without sticking. 




Ale-Steamed 

Clams 

Nut brown ale is the base 
of the broth for this 
simple-to-prepare dish. 
The broth gets additional 
flavor from bacon, fennel, 
and a homemade tomato 
marmalade. (Use the 
marmalade to top poultry 
or meat or as a sandwich 
condiment.) "This dish 
depends on the quality of 
its ingredients,” Kobayashi 
says. “Buy the best.” 
Technique: Clean the clams 
well— one sandy clam can 
ruin the dish. To remove 
sand from clams, soak 
them in lightly salted water. 




Seared 

Sturgeon 

A creamy a'i'oli tops this 
lean fish that is seared, 
then baked, resulting in 
a rich dish that needs little 
more accompaniment 
than sauteed vegetables. 
To make the a'i'oli, use a 
blender or an immersion 
blender. The high velocity 
will aerate and thicken 
the full-flavored sauce. 
Technique: To get a 
restaurant sear on the fish, 
start with a hot pan. When 
pan is heated, add a little 
butter or oil, then add the 
fish, flesh side down. Cook 
until a crust has formed and 
the flesh is golden brown. 
Turn fish and bake. 



of sustainable aquaculture that trickles 
down to restaurants and grocers and, 
ultimately, to the diner and home cook.” 

The trickle-down theory also works its 
way back up the chain. “Chefs are in the 
spotlight. Diners absolutely watch what we 
serve,” Kobayashi notes. “If they know we 
are serving sustainable seafood, they’ll ask 
for it when they are purchasing it at the fish 
counter. The message goes back to the 
purveyor and their suppliers.” 

In fact, according to the Seafood 
Watch, more than 100,000 retailers in the 
United States have committed to choos- 
ing sustainable practices when making 
decisions about what they offer custom- 
ers. These farming choices, which result 
in healthy products, completely jibe with 
Kobayashi’s cooking philosophy: cleaner 
food and concise preparations without 
overly muddled components. “You need 
to be able to taste all the flavors,” he says. 

Kobayashi believes that with a better 
product, there’s less fuss in preparation. 
His techniques are simple and straight- 
forward with an emphasis on execution. 
His cooking is, as a result, rich, flavorful, 
and confidently layered with a thoughtful 
combination of tastes. 

You’ll find sturgeon slathered with an 
aioli (a garlicky mayonnaise) laced with 
capers and thyme, adding creaminess to 
the lean fish. Sea bass, marinated in a 
mixture of miso and soy, has a smoky 
background from being grilled on a cedar 
plank. Clams steamed in ale benefit from 
bacon and fresh tomato marmalade. The 
strong flavor of grilled swordfish is com- 
plemented by a briny olive tapenade. 

Most seafood is available nationwide, 
but it’s better to shop regionally, 
Kobayashi asserts. The Seafood Watch 
(seafoodwatch.com) offers an app with 
purchasing guides for each region of the 
country, including which seafood is the 
best choice, what to choose as an alterna- 
tive, and what fish to avoid. 

Of course, you can always start the 
conversation by simply asking your fish- 
monger, “Is it sustainable?” a

MUSEUM CURATORS DISCOVER NEW AND 
EMERGING ARTWORK WORTH COLLECTING

T he headlines may be full of eight-digit prices for con- 
temporary art, but with more than two million artists 
working in the United States, there are bound to be 
some whose works would look wonderful in a home and 
would be affordable, too. The question is howto find them. 

The answer might be in an exhibition called “State of the Art: 
Discovering American Art Now,” compiled by the Crystal Bridges 
Museum of American Art in Bentonville, Arkansas. Before the 
exhibit opened last year, Don Bacigalupi, the museum’s then- 
president, and Chad Alligood, an assistant curator, searched the 
country in communities large and small. They traveled to about 
1,000 artists’ studios, took notes and pictures, and returned to >

the museum to determine their selections. Intent on finding mas- 
terful, engaging, and visually appealing art, they selected 227 
works hy 102 artists. All— in their eyes— are underappreciated by 
the nation’s big art market centers. Some have local followings, 
some not even that. Many lack gallery representation. 

Crystal Bridges has already purchased about 70 pieces from the 
show, and it may add more— which would help enable a tour of the 
exhibit to other museums. If you’re willing to trust your own judg- 
ment, you may find artists whose works, either on view at Crystal 
Bridges or seen in their studios, appeal to you. Here are nine whose 
art— ranging from paintings to sculpture to photographs to col- 
lages— caught our eye. 

Adonna Khare Santa Monica, California 

Wielding just a carbon pencil, Adonna Khare creates big, pla 5 d'ul, 
intricate drawings, mainly of the animal world. Starting each with 
a simple idea, she lets her tableaus evolve; part of their charm is the 
challenge of finding the narrative threads. In Rhinos, for example, 
you’ll find a horn that turns into a banana, perhaps a reference to 
the human activity that threatens their existence. 

Look closer and see fish, penguins, a rabbit, and more— vignettes 
ever 5 where. In 2012, Khare’s Elephants— 2 i menagerie stretching 40 
feet— won ArtPrize, a people’s choice award staged in Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, widely called the world’s largest art competition. 


Jimmy B0kGr Cincinnati 

Jimmy Baker’s abstract Arrang^emenf paintings are small, less than 
2 feet square, but are so stunning that Crystal Bridges chose eight 
of them to display in “State of the Art,” the second-most among 
artists in the exhibition. They are also much more than pretty. 
Deep in the gestural beauty are contemporary images— of, say, 
news items or flowers. Baker begins by painting thick, highly color- 
ful canvases, which he sends through a digital printer. Next he lay- 
ers that with images gathered from the Internet or other sources, 
and manipulates them, removing specifics and changing their 
positions to make something new. The longer you look at these fas- 
cinating puzzles, the more you see. 
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Mequitta Ahuja Baltimore 

Richly colored and densely layered, Abuja’s artworks are narrative 
in nature, full of mythical warriors and epic heroes, sometimes set 

in aecisiuous surraundingi. She thinks of tliem as sclf-por- 
traits— not literal oncs^ but rather ones chat 
embody some aspect of her beinjg in a practiec 
she calls 'automythography.” Each piece 

begins with an idea of a gesture or a posture, 
which she performs in front of a camera. She 
then uses these photographs of herself to 
invent, draw, and paint— often mixing media.

Isabella Kirkland Sausalito, California 

Isabella Kirkland’s recent exhibit at Ohio’s Dayton Art Institute 
was appropriately titled “Stilled Life,” for her nature painting com- 
bines the precision of a scientist and the richness of a Golden Age 
Dutch floral painting. Her best works are more than pretty; each has 
a theme. Gone documents species that are extinct. Ascendant shows 
species that humans have introduced into an environment, usually 
to the detriment of native plants and animals. The flora and fauna in 
Descendant are in decline, possibly on the way to extinction. But her 
ebullient Emergent at Crystal Bridges depicts a colorful, little- 
known side of nature: life in the sunny canopy of a tropical rain for- 
est, where nature thrives out of man’s sight. 

Miki Baird Kansas City, Missouri 

Viewers might never guess that Miki Baird’s “assemblages” and 
installations are photo-based. At Crystal Bridges, her piece 
swatch... the weft and warp of red walker looks like a colorful, 
lush tapestry. Her works are sometimes woven, like baskets, say, 
or rag rugs. But looks are deceiving. Baird’s artmaking process 
involves taking photographs on her long walks about her home- 
town; in essence, she is both exploring her daily routine and 
recording distinct moments. She makes prints of those many 
images and cuts them into fragments. Then she reorganizes and 
reconstructs the pieces into intricate photo collages, repeating col- 
ors or patterns or textures to make pieces that are often rhythmic 
and always mesmerizing. 


Flora C. Mace Seattle 

When flowers die, they turn brown. When preserved, they’re 
usually flattened. But not in the sculptures of Flora C. Mace. 
She and her partner, Joey Kirkpatrick, invented a technique 
that keeps the blooms forever young, suspended in a 2-foot 
(or taller) glass column. Mace has a long and innovative 
track record in glassblowing, and capturing the three 
dimensions of plants is just her latest accomplishment, 
achieved after years of experimentation. The Tazetta 
Narcissus, at Crystal Bridges, comes from a series of sculptures— 
each of which could anchor a room— of plants and flowers that 
includes daffodils, violets, ferns, orchids, irises, and a tiger lily. 

Dornith Doherty Denton, Texas 

An X-ray machine and a camera are Dornith Doherty’s tools in a 
series she calls “Archiving Eden.” Doherty documents plants and 
seeds held for posterity in seed vaults around the world, magnifies 
them, adds her own collected specimens, and mixes the images to 
make collages that peer into nature. In a final step, she re-photo- 
graphs them with a view camera, producing nearly abstract works 
that gently allude to humanity’s uneven care for nature. An earlier, 
luminous landscape series made along the Rio Grande Valley- 
medium- to large-scale close-up photographs— has even more wall 
power, with spare arrangements of flowers layered over photos of 
the deeply colored land, the sky, or the sun. 

D0Vici EstGrIy Sameveld, New York 

A virtuoso with wood, David Esterly carves extraordinarily beauti- 
ful still lifes, mantels, decorations, and letter racks— renderings of 
frames filled with mementos that were popular subjects of 19th- 
century American artists such as William Harnett. If Harnett and 
others made magical trompe I’oeil paintings, Esterly’s carvings go a 
step further in legerdemain: his Quodiibet #i— chosen for “State of 
the Art”— is a three-dimensional assemblage of flowers, keys, an 
iPhone, earphones, a watch, scissors, and much more in monochro- 
matic limewood. Inspired by an English master carver of the 1800s, 
Esterly gives this 17th-century craft 21st-century freshness. S

fter several years of living in a home lay- 
ered with heavy fabrics and dark finishes, 
Kim Holifield was ready to change things 
up. Good-bye heavy and formal; hello 
calm, clean, and clutter-free. “Kim origi- 
nally hired me to update the kitchen and a bath,” recalls Atlanta 
interior designer Tish Mills. “What she wanted was to push more 
light through the house.” 

As Mills planned those rooms, Kim and her husband, Mark, 
considered how the newly designed, modern-leaning kitchen 
would blend with existing formal rooms on the main floor. One 
room redo led to another, and the first level to the second. “You 
know the story, right?” Mills says. “By the time we were finished, 
we’d done the entire house. Things just kept rolling.” 

Kim and Mark had moved to Atlanta for Mark’s career several 
years ago from South Florida, where they had built a Spanish-Med- 
iterranean-style home— “our dream home,” Kim says. Atlanta was 
somewhat of a culture shock. “We’re from Texas and built three houses 
in South Florida. We’d never had a traditional-style home like what you 


see here. It was really different for me,” Kim says. But she and Mark 
found a lovely brick-and-stone house under construction and worked 
with Atlanta builder Tony Reaves to fine-tune the design. 

Kim furnished the house with layers of fabric and deep vibrant 
colors, similar to what was in her Florida home. “The interiors 
were much more in keeping with the Tuscan or Mediterranean feel 
when we did the house originally,” Kim says. “However, after living 
here for seven years it was time to brighten things up and create a 
much more transitional feel.” Plus, with two children and eight 
pets, the furnishings were starting to show their age. 

“Kim loves edgy fashion and happy colors,” Mills says. “During 
our first conversation, I figured out she really wanted her house to 
reflect her fashion and style.” 

Turquoise and yellow are two of Kim’s favorite colors, so Mills 
built a lively scheme around those hues, adding in pops of pink 
(another favorite), shots of chartreuse (to enliven the yellow), and 
to ground them all, doses of chocolate brown. 

“The palette really grew organically out of the keeping room,” 
Mills says. “Those fabrics were the first I pulled, and everything 
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Keeping room Lee Industries chairs in a turquoise 
and chocolate stripe with a sliver of chartreuse 
jump-started the home’s palette. The “Twig” 
pendant above the table is from Global Views. 
Kitchen A traditional hood by Francois & Co. blends 
with glossy white cabinets, highly reflective glass 
backsplash tiles, and water-drop pendant lights 
from AIIModern.Table A custom artisan-made Arte 
de Mexico table is centered in the keeping room. 





went from there.” Dining chairs are upholstered in a striped fabric 
of turquoise, deep blue, brown, and cream. One of Mills’s favorite 
features in the room is the window treatment: A see-through net 
fabric with a silver stripe is draped over solid blue satin curtains. 

Mills was able to reuse many of the Holifields’ existing furnish- 
ings but had them streamlined and re-covered for an updated look. 
Heavy wood bases and finials were replaced or removed, and layers 
of braids, trims, and tassels eliminated. 

In the great room, an existing round ottoman (formerly with an 
exposed wood base and wrapped with braid trims) was rebuilt and 
reupholstered in a bold oversized floral with chartreuse and tur- 
quoise blooms on a brown background. A pair of bergeres were 
reupholstered in blue velvet, and the once-gilded frames were sim- 
plified with a wood finish. In the dining room, ho-hum stained- 
wood chairs were stepped up with a glossy black lacquer finish. 

Colors were repeated throughout the home, but in each room 
one color takes the lead and others are secondary. “When you look 
through the house, you see the same colors, but they show up in 
different amounts so it keeps your interest high,” Mills says. 
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Master suite Matching custonn 
rugs link the hall and 
bedroom.

Liberal swaths of color on fabrics, rather than small hits here 
and there, create a dramatic yet serene backdrop. “Even though we 
have lots of bright colors, the overall feel is very calm because we 
used such large amounts. It’s not frenetic,” the designer says. “The 
colors are so saturated and so bold that they come off as neutrals.” 

While Kim pushed for modern styling and incorporating the 
newest materials and techniques. Mills and Reaves were mindful 
of the house’s classic architectural features. “We told Kim we really 
needed to honor the house and its setting,” Mills says. 

Dramatic interior features such as mahogany doors and win- 
dows, stone fireplaces, a coffered ceiling, and a brick barrel ceiling 
were balanced with lighter and, in some cases, glossier wall fin- 
ishes. Dark wood-beam ceilings in the kitchen were updated with 
acrylic and other contemporary light fixtures and glass backsplash 
tiles. The island, which grounds the room, is an unusual wood 
veneer the cabinetmaker found in Ukraine. 

“Kim really pushed us to use the latest products and use things 
in ways they hadn’t been used before,” Mills says. “She wanted to 
make sure the house looked fresh, not just now, but for years.” 


Kitchen cabinets were painted with several layers of a high- 
gloss, durable finish. The process required multiple applications 
and sandings to result in a surface that is as “hard as a rock,” Mills 
says. “It’s even shinier than a piano finish.” 

Wall tiles behind the range are glass backpainted with a double 
circle motif reminiscent of the Gucci logo. “I like how it comple- 
ments the curve of the barrel ceiling,” the designer says. 

A limestone floor in the foyer was replaced with reflective mar- 
ble tiles installed so the graining creates a striped effect. Walls are 
painted a gloss white. “We thought about doing a mural, but once 
the floor was down we saw the walls needed to be quiet,” Mills says. 
“The floor had a lot of life.” 

The dining room ceiling was papered with a silver- and-gold trellis 
wallcovering, and the windows draped with velvet fabric in turquoise, 
chartreuse, and brown. “It reminds me of peacock feathers,” the 
designer says. “The entire design is very transitional with happy 
colors. Now the house is very much Kim’s personality.” B

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\ glorious tornado of photos, paintings, 
and even a bottle opener or two swirls 
down walls of the entry hall stairway in 
this stately home, dwindling to its termi- 
nus at the bottom— a single image in a small black frame. The pan- 
orama is a perfect example of the color and style designer Louise 
Voyazis and her client, writer Francesca Delbanco, envisioned in 
decorating this Roaring Twenties mansion in Los Angeles’ Han- 
cock Park neighborhood. They wanted to transform the home’s 
cold, dark, and daunting 9,000 square feet of space into something 
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warm, lively, and approachable— a cozy family home for Francesca, 
her director/screenwriter husband Nicholas Stoller, and their 
daughters, ages 7 and 2. “We needed to shrink this place to make it 
feel more human,” Francesca says, “and we quickly realized the 
only way to do that was to completely fill it with stuff, much to my 
husband’s chagrin. Nick likes to joke that we did our job so well he 
has trouble finding a place to put down his drink!” 

Just a few years ago, it would have seemed madness to think 
this noble but chilly architecture could envelop such a genial and 
festive soul. But Voyazis was determined to imbue the house with a

fresh new spirit, even though she faced many challenges. For start- 
ers, the place was constructed entirely of cement that seemed 
almost impenetrable. “People say it was built by the architect of 
the Hoover Dam; it’s his love letter to poured concrete,” says Voya- 
zis, who adds that the solid walls made heavy work of tasks as sim- 
ple as hanging a light fixture. “My electrician must have asked me 
10 times if I really wanted him to install the sconces in the living 
room. ‘Do you really, really want them?’ he kept saying.” 

Then there was the matter of the previous residents’ decor 
choices, which, Voyazis says, “looked as if they wanted to take this 


incredibly traditional house and turn it into a loft.” Moldings had 
been stripped away in favor of featureless white walls; ceiling fix- 
tures were removed and replaced with can lights, and black paint 
covered the fioors. It was plain and more than a little bit spooky. 

Considering the austere decor she inherited, it’s not surprising 
that it took this resolutely chic designer several years to return the 
house to a semblance of what she envisioned was its original glory, 
but with a lighthearted twist. In addition to installing sparkly crys- 
tal chandeliers and adding back what she imagined the living and 
dining rooms’ exuberant trim might have once been, Voyazis 
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Sunroom The ethereal feel of the 
Farrow & Ball wallpaper mixes with 
loveseats covered in a very modern 
botanical from Manuel Canovas.

infused the entire house with a gentle palette to soothe the spirits 
other two hardworking clients. 

“Francesca isn’t afraid of pretty. And she’s not afraid of doing 
something lovely just for lovely’s sake,” Voyazis says, explaining 
choices like the romantic pinkbotanicals that cascade down the sun- 
room walls, the overblown blooms dotting living room armchairs, and 
the silk wallcovering that graces the dining room. “I go directly for 
anything with flowers on it,” Francesca says with a laugh. “And I love 
pink. I dress my girls in pink, and if I ever have a boy, he’ll wear pink 
too. It’s not gender-speciflc for me; it’s just the warmest, happiest 


color.” A rose-hued settee just inside the front door sets the palette for 
the rest of the house, where pink finds its way into every room, 
unequivocally taking the “manor” out of this manor house. 

Voyazis, a stylish Australian expat who began her career in inte- 
rior design more than 10 years ago, says that rather than being 
known for a signature “look,” she’d prefer a reputation for “excel- 
lent execution and a good time while doing it.” She was recom- 
mended to Francesca by the costume designer who works on all of 
Nicholas’s movies— hits like Forgetting Sarah Marshall and Neigh- 
bors — there was an immediate connection. “I totally got her, and 
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she totally got me ” Voyazis says. “I knew right away that for Francesca 
the house had to be happy and exciting.” 

No room fits that bill more perfectly than the fantasy kitchen 
where, in a repeat of the entry’s salon-style tour de force, a plethora 
of blue, white, and green plates on the walls provides a visual feast. 
“More. More. More.” was the motto, the designer says. The collec- 
tion took two-and-a-half years to accumulate and includes every- 
thing from an Hermes charger to what Voyazis describes as “some 
weird little saucer.” The spirited walls fit the daily bustle the room 
attracts. “This is where backpacks are unpacked, newspapers get 


dropped, where the kids’ artwork ends up,” Francesca says. “It’s clut- 
tered and we like it that way.” 

Both Francesca and Nicholas work from home— currently, he on 
the sequel to Neighbors, she on a TV project. “Our house had to have 
a certain amount of square footage so Nick can get out of the chaos,” 
Francesca says. “But the last thing I wanted was something that says 
‘Look at my big fancy house.’” Thanks to Voyazis, what they have 
instead is a home that is smart, cheeky, and sublimely livable. H

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H each houses, done well, can make coastal themes 

H and colors rock. Yet even the most gifted design- 

H U ers struggle to overcome the genre’s limita- 

tions— there are only so many ways to riff on 

surf, sand, and all things nautical. New York designer Young Huh, 
known for bringing a global perspective to her projects, dodged the 
dangers inherent in beach-house decorating in a delightful dovetail 
with her client Rose Caiola Musacchia, who wanted to instill her fam- 
ily’s Hamptons home with elements of exotica from their travels. 

“Rose had a distinct vision inspired by her passion for Moroc- 
can and Indian art and design,” says Huh, who enjoys nothing more 
than bringing reminders of her clients’ great cultural experiences 
into their homes. “At the same time,” she says, “we didn’t want to 
make the design appear ‘costumey’ or out of place. That meant 
respecting the traditional shingle-style architecture with a compo- 
sition that overall was somewhat traditional, with modern and eth- 
nic flair for a global point of view.” 

That flair, though tightly edited, does the heavy lifting that per- 
sonalizes this beach house for Rose, her husband, Carl, and their two 
young children. Instead of lighting with predictable nautical lan- 
terns, Huh introduced Moroccan-made iron lanterns in the tented 
poolside pavilion. Then she repeated the lighting inside for an even 
more dazzling effect. The dining room’s row of five lanterns— all dif- 
ferent and strung at staggered heights— illuminates the long table. 
“We wanted them to look a little bit random, but we actually did 
drawings for precise placements to ensure that look,” Huh notes. At 
night, the flickering flames of candles— a must-have for Rose when 
dining after dusk— play a shadow game with the lanterns’ lacy light. 
“The room feels exotic, like being in a souk,” the designer says. 



Garden room The family’s existing sculptural wood coffee table provides an 
important visual connection to the wooded property and its acres of gardens.

The airy garden room, the most heavily trafficked by the children 
with its pool access and TV, blends practicality and cultural flavors. 
Ethnicity exudes from ikat curtains— one of Rose’s favorite fabrics, in 
a warm gray— and from paler gray-on-cream hand-blocked Indian 
wallpaper that Huh inset into preexisting panels. “It was very much a 
t}^ical beach house before, with tropical palm trees in the insets,” 
Huh recalls. A pediment above the inset from an earlier design was 
retained for the sense of definition it brings to the fireplace. 

To streamline the room. Huh remade an existing rattan sofa into 
an all-upholstered piece that sports a clean, modern style with 
graphic color blocks of dark gray and white. For durability, she chose 
a fabric for the frame that takes the sting out of spills with its easy 
cleanup. “Otherwise, it doesn’t make sense to use white in a beach 
house with children,” she says. Fabric on the seat cushions is hard- 
working but not without sophistication: Up close, threads of the linen 
cushions reveal “a silver shock” for a touch of modern glam. 

“We wanted a design that was welcoming, approachable, and 
glamorous,” says Huh, who invested the living room with the home’s 
most luxe look. Its artful design shimmers, especially at night. An 
existing artwork— an image of the Rolling Stones’ Keith Richards 
and the only piece reused in the space— served as the design catalyst. 
“It’s a photograph that’s entirely covered in tiny glass beads,” Huh

says. Giving a nod to traditional Hamptons architecture, she framed 
the art with white-painted millwork and flanked the space with 
bookshelves. She matted the walls behind the art with a hand- 
painted celadon paper dramatically accented in gold leaf. “We put 
lighting all around the framework so that at night the entire wall has 
a warm glow, and the glass beads sparkle,” she says. 

Bringing the home’s earthy palette into the more glamorous living 
room could’ve been daunting, but Huh extended her Midas touch to 
the black- and-gold velvet covering the sofa, an understated gold pat- 
tern on the chairs’ creamy upholstery, and a metallic gold glaze on the 
linen curtains. The hand-grooved doors of a clean-lined custom chest 
glow with a subtle gold flnish, and above the chest, a bespoke Moroc- 
can mirror frame echoes the chest’s lovely low sheen in hand-pierced 
brass. Warm beige grass-cloth walls, though neutral and beach-house 
appropriate, appear lustrous. 

In spaces that include the master bedroom, kitchen, and baths, 
white headboard on walls and ceilings remains. Huh and the home- 
owners opted to leave the rooms untouched, reveling in the classic 
cottage look. “What we love most about the design is, it’s not osten- 
tatious,” says Rose. “It’s not a home that screams, ‘Look at me!’ ” H

CHARMING SMALL 
GARDENS ENCIRCLE 
AN ARCHITECTURAL 
GEM IN VIRGINIA 









mall gardens call for special attention to detail. 
When there’s not much room to work with, you 
have to get it right. 

Mary Bacon and John Crowder found inti- 
mate garden spaces with lots of potential sur- 
rounding the Richmond, Virginia, home they 
purchased 15 years ago. The house itself was a prize, one of four in 
the community designed in the 1920s hy renowned architect 
Ernest Flagg, whose work includes the Corcoran Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D.C. But the lovely stone home was almost lost behind 
overgrown boxwoods. “You couldn’t even see the house from the 
street,” Mary says. “The boxwoods had to go, and we didn’t know 
what to do.” 

Even though Mary grew up gardening with her mother a couple 
hours away in Norfolk, she knew the jumbled landscaping around 
their new home called for professional help. A friend introduced 
Mary and John to Meg Turner, a local landscape designer, and 
together they reclaimed the garden, step by step. 

They started in the front, where Turner designed a new 
entrance courtyard paved with slate, complementing the rough- 
hewn stone construction of the home. She and Mary chose a plant- 
ing palette that, like the house itself, was understated. A pair of 
handsome ‘Natchez’ crape myrtles, which produce great clouds of 
white blossoms at midsummer, anchor the courtyard. A couple of 
dramatic blue-glazed pots planted with neatly trimmed boxwoods 
stand on either side of the portico, which is covered with an ever- 
green akebia vine. In the spring, ivory-colored flowers blossom on 
the vine, and early-blooming white azaleas planted at the base of 
the crape myrtles add even more soft color. 
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Back patio A table and chairs make the 
back patio a perfect place to dine or 
just linger. Slate paving stones are laid 
out in a formal pattern here, 
chaises on the lawn The newest garden 
area encompasses a swath of lawn 
bordered by perennials and shrubs. 

The owners move the seating to take 
advantage of seasonal sun or shade. 

Homeowner and designer Mary BaCOn

The couple’s one-story home is an example of Flagg’s abiding 
interest in small-scale residential architecture and energy effi- 
ciency. “We don’t care to have a hig house,” Mary says, but she and 
John did decide to enlarge it somewhat, adding a family room on 
the north side that overlooks the garden and claiming a little more 
space for the kitchen. 

As welcome as the seamless stone-finished addition was, it ate 
up a bit of the garden. And a side door opening out of the new room 
“flummoxed” her at first. Turner says. “But sometimes your chal- 
lenges become opportunities,” she adds. She realized the door could 
serve perfectly as the defining apex of a comfortable garden space 
that focused on a wide stone seat built into an arc of low stone wall. 

The wall strongly echoes the home’s architecture and formally 
embraces the intervening oasis of lawn. On the terrace along the top 
of the wall and in beds in front of it that circle the new garden room. 


trimmed boxwoods, billowing hydrangeas, and long-blooming 
perennial flowers add rich layers of texture and splashes of color. 

Turner worked with Mary and John on one section of the gar- 
den at a time. “Most properties are more clear-cut” and call for a 
master plan, she says, but here the garden plan evolved as the fam- 
ily reclaimed spaces around the house. For example, just outside 
the back door, the property extends only about 15 feet. There was 
little privacy, and drainage problems limited the area’s usefulness. 
Turner solved the drainage issue and turned the narrow strip into 
a cozy patio paved with slate. Tall hollies behind it provide privacy, 
and plantings of ferns, variegated hostas, and smooth hydrangeas 
in the shade of native eastern red cedar trees emphasize the patio’s 
woodsy quietness and intimacy. 

As the garden developed, Mary and John contributed their own 
touches, adding favorite plants and working with Turner to fine-

tune the spaces and link them together. “We’re constantly editing 
and adding and changing things here or there,” Mary says. 

Each space stands on its own, distinguished by changes of level 
from one garden area to the next and subtle differences in the style 
of patios and paths. On the other hand, repeated use of some plants 
and materials throughout the small gardens brings a sense of unity. 

Just a few plants from the original landscaping remain, includ- 
ing an enormous boxwood at the side entrance to the home. John, 
an expert gardener himself, decided to limb the 20-foot specimen 
up like a tree, exposing a surprisingly graceful structure of slender 
trunks hidden in the old overgrown shrub. His artful work rescued 
the plant, and it occupies a place of particular distinction in this 
carefully structured and polished garden— bringing the taming of 
the boxwoods full circle. H

hen Aman and Meghana Kapadia purchased their 
dream apartment, they wanted it to have two things: 
traditional style and loads of color. Sounds straight- 
forward enough. The trick was, the apartment of 
their dreams was a hare-bones industrial loft in Manhattan’s NoMad 
neighborhood, replete with exposed pipes and towering ceilings. 

“We were drawn to the open feeling,” Meghana says. “We loved 
the floor plan and felt like it could be great with a bit of work.” 

The “bit of work” fell to Anne Maxwell Foster and Suysel dePedro 
Cunningham, founders of the design Arm Tilton Fenwick. Foster 
and Cunningham started in a place the couple hadn’t reached on 
their own— they found a palette the two agreed on. 

“We’re both big color fans, but he’s more conservative and Fm 
more daring,” Meghana says. “We both fell in love with a paisley 
fabric by Brunschwig & Fils— it was the perfect hybrid.” 


Foster and Cunningham took this color cue and ran with it, pull- 
ing out every hue— from baby blue to rich copper oranges and dusty 
plum purple— and using them all to conceive the project’s palette. 
They upholstered the living room sofa with the paisley fabric and 
then incorporated it as accents, such as on dining chair backs. 

As the design duo chose colors and patterns, traditional style 
began to assert itself, almost naturally. “We layered a lot of fabric 
patterns and textures to create warmth,” Foster says. “In most lofts, 
you expect a monochromatic palette, but we really focused on color 
without competing with the inherent characteristics of a loft space.” 

To fashion a backdrop that better matched their vision while 
retaining the loft’s integrity, Foster and Cunningham called on Bre- 
anna Carlson of bStudio to make architectural updates like base and 
crown moldings, coverings for radiators, beautiful custom brass 
grilles, and built-in bookshelves in the dining area. 
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With two large seating areas— each anchored by big, comfort- 
able sofas— the spacious living room is both inviting and a great 
place to entertain for a couple who enjoy hosting their families and 
other gatherings. For the space, the designers set their sights on 
sourcing traditional ethnic fabrics that would not only marry the 
Kapadias’ wishes but would also nod to their ardor for faraway 
places and their shared Indian heritage. 

“My husband and I grew up in houses with lots of color and pat- 
tern, so we’re not afraid of it— we crave it,” says Meghana. Persian, 
French, Indian, Moroccan, and American prints blend together via 
a shared color story. “There’s a lot going on, but the similarities 
help tie this large space together,” Cunningham explains. 

At the same time, the designers did not attempt to disguise the 
location; rather, they embraced it. “As in all lofts, light is an impor- 
tant factor,” Cunningham says. “It was the main reason we chose

not to do window treatments in the living room. We wanted to let 
in the light and have the beautiful cityscape outside the window be 
a part of the interior design.” 

In the master bedroom, soothing blues in a range of patterns and 
applications are compelling yet calming, especially when grounded 
by rich terra-cotta reds. A storage bench covered in a geometric 
design serves as an art piece at the bed’s base. For variety and interest 
in all rooms, the designers incorporated just as much texture as pat- 
tern. “A good representation of textures— velvets, cottons, embroi- 
dery— plus a range of scales helps complete a room,” Foster says. 

Vibrant fabrics by Tulu, an Istanbul-based textile company 
founded by an American designer, infuse small but saturated doses 
of bright color and keep the antiques and more serious patterns 
from feeling stuffy. Throw pillows in the guest bedroom add modern 
flair with shots of teal green and fuchsia. In Aman and Meghana’s 


daughter’s playroom, a mandarin-red daybed with whimsical Turkish 
flowers and azure and chartreuse accents accommodates visitors (its 
trundle lifts up to create a double bed) and allows for room to grow. 

Abstract paintings by Alex Schuchard in the living room and 
above the master bed also contribute contemporary flavor. Though 
much of the loft’s furniture is traditional, a few clean-lined pieces- 
like the lacquer- and-brass coffee table and Parsons end tables in the 
living room— add welcome angles to all the curves of the furniture. 

“We’re traditional girls at heart, but we approach it with a dif- 
ferent spin,” Cunningham says. “We don’t go for blue and white. If 
there is a purple, hot pink, and black version, we’ll use it. We like to 
amp up tradition with color, and this apartment is the perfect 
example of that.” a
